Speaking on ‘‘Recent Advances in Medicine 
and Therapeutics,’’ Professor Abrahamson 
said that a survey of the medicine of recent 
years revealed the emergence of a completely 
new general outlook. For centuries advance 1n 
medicine rested on the basis of morbid 
anatomy, and correlation of clinical data with 
autopsy findings represented. the limit of 
endeavour. As time went on it became clear 
that the examination of «cad tissues afforded 
an incomplete guide to th changes in the 
living body, and that in ¢his direction little 
more could be expected. With the advent 
of biochemistry and the application of physio- 
logical principles the outlovk and meth s of 
‘investigation changed completely. The study 
of the chemistry ot the blood opened out a 
wide field for research ard brought with it 
the solution of many problems which, by 
their nature, had eluded the most minute 
investigation. 


SPECIALISED WORK. 


Having dealt with the progress made under 
the changed outlook and new methods of in- 
vestigation, Professor Abrahamson said that, 
while a certain degree of conservatism was to 
be recommended, he believed that certain 
forms of surgery had received less attention 
than they merited from the Irish surgeon. He 
believed that the lack of progress in this, as 
in other directions, was due to the difficulty 
of carrying out specialised work in small 
general hospitals. i " 

“The archaic hospital system that obtains 
in Dublin militates definitely against advance 
in medicine and surgery,’’ said the speaker. 
‘‘ Whatever the advantages, if there be any, 
of numerous small hospitals, the disadvantages 
preponderate. When one thinks that, even 
with the unexpected money available from 
sweepstakes, no attempt has been made 
radically to change the — system, it is 
not hard to despair.’’ ublin, he said, was 
the centre of Irish medicine. The sweep- 
stakes were introduced to solve the problem 
of the Dublin hospitals. This problem has 
not been solyed, and is not measurably nearer 
solution. Yet money is being spent all over 
the country. Nobody can cavil at the prov)- 
sion of proper hospitals in various parts of 
Ireland; but until the Dublin hospitals were 
brought in liné with those of other capitals 
not one penny should have been spent out- 
side the city. The idea of co-ordination of 
the activities of the many hospitals, as they 
stand at present, is like a dream from which 
there will be a rude awakening.

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DANCE HALL LICENCES

MAY BE ALLOWED TO 
CONTINUE. 

The position in regard to the dance halls in 
the Free State for which licences have been 
granted by the District Justices, though the 
power to issue such licences is vested In the 
Circuit Court, was referred to at Dundalk 
District Court by District Justice Goff. The 
Justice stated that the question was very 
properly being asked as to what was going to 
happen the licences which had been granted. 
“ Í don’t know,” he said, “ and I don’t think 
the Government have yet considered the posi- 
tion of all these licences which, of course, were 
granted without jurisdiction. From what | 
have found out, however, Í think it is reason- 
able to suppose that no steps will be taken 
to disturb the exercise of the licences, at least 
until there is time to apply to the next Circuit 
Court. It is extremely likely that no action 
will be taken this year, and that the licences 
which were granted at the. last annual 
licensing sessions will be allowed to run until 
the licensing sessions of 1934.”’

That money that 
should be coming to the Irish farmer was 
oing into the Englishman’s pocket, and the 
Government that was doing that were the 
patriots, ‘and the Irish people who protested 
against it were the traitors! 

There was a Land Bill recently which wiped 
out arrears of annuities up to the year 1929, 
but made those in arrears after 1929 pay in 
full together with five per cent , and this al- 
though the man who went into arrears before 
1929 was getting a higher price for everything 
than the man in arrears after 1929. The 
arrears prior to 1929 were wiped out, because 
at that time the members of the present 
Government were going around telling the 
people not to pay their annuities. 


DISARMAMENT. | 


GREAT. BRITAIN’S 
ATTITUDE. 


LORD LONDONDERRY 
AND THE CRITICS. 
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PEAKING at Newtownards, County 
Down, on Saturday, Lord Londonderry 
said :—You will expect me to say some- 

thing to you upon the subject of disarma- 
ment. - Let me begin then by telling you 
that, in my opinion, no more fantastic and 
no more untrue charge was ever brought 
against any Government than that which the 
Socialist Party, for reasons of party politi- 
cal advantage, nave had the audacity to 
make against il National Government ever 
since Germany cit the Disarmament Con- 
ference, and gave notice of her abandonment 
of membership of the League of Nations. 

The charge that the National Government, 
instigated and inspired by the Conservative 
Party, have never worked with a genuine 
desire to secure disarmament, and are now 
taking steps to increase our forces in ali 
directions, is an election he which would 
be exposed ip a moment if only 
those whom it is intended to 
deceived and mislead would study the history 
of the Disarmament Conference and make 
themselves familiar with the facts of the s.tua- 
tion. No Government could have done more 
than the National Government have done for 
disarmament either by example or by pre- 
cept 


WHY BRITAIN DISARMED. 


If we consider the strength of our defence 
forces, as the Foreign Secretary has truly said, 
we have disarmed to the very edge of risk 
Speaking as one of the Ministers directly re 
sponsible to this country for the defence of 
the Empire, I can assure you that had it 
not been for the sincerity of our effort to 
secure general disarmanient, and were it not 
for our belief that that effort would achieve 
such a measure of success as would justify 
the present comparative weakness of our de 
fence forces, I could never have been a con- 
senting party to the drastic policy of limita- 
tion that we have imposed upon ourselves 

We have disarmed because we have believed 
in disarmament, and because we hoped that 
our example would inspire in others that 
trust and confidence in the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, the Kellogg Pact, and 
all those international undertakings for peace 
which have been enacted in the last few 
years. Such has been our example before 
the world. 


LOCARNO TREATIES. 

Now for our precept. In every phase of 
the history of the Disarmament Conference 
you will find the British Government has 
taken a leading part. Even now, it is the 
British Draft Convention, with which the 
Prime Minister by immense personal effort 
saved the Conference from break-up 
early this year, that holds the field. 
In ° principle, the British draft has 
been accepted by practically every 
nation represented at Geneva. Had it not 
been for the action of the British Govern 
ment, the Disarmament Conference would un 
doubtedly have broken up early in the year, 
and we should now be faced by another race 
in armaments, which could only have. one 
ending. J can assure you that the National 
Government will exert every effort to secure 
the continuance of international co-operation 
towards securing that atmosphere of appease- 
ment, mutual trust, and security, without 
which a general measure of disarmament 's 
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inore contemptible, than to talk of war, and 
the danger of war, for the mere bee of 
securing party advatage. I am glad to see 
in the papers this morning that the represen. 
tative of the Foreign Office has fully ex- 
plained our position under Locarno. In my 
judgment the Treaties of Locarno were 4 
werk of great constructive statesmanship, and 
were the most potent instrument for the 
appeasement of European animosities that 
could ever have been devised.. It is no 
exaggeration of language to say that hope 
dawned for Europe on the day that they were 
signed, for they marked the welcome return 
of Germany to the European comity, and her 
entry into the Society of the League of 


Fianna Fail had promised to run the country 
on twenty millions taxation, but the taxation 
actually was twenty-nine millions, and would 
be thirty-two millions before long.

CINEMAS FOR THE 
SCHOOLS. 


BEGINNING OF 
FILM INDUSTRY.

WHAT THE STATE MIGHT 
DO. 


FF“ 
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FROM OUR CINREMA CORRESPONDENT. 


EEING that. the infiuence of films on the 
s minds of children has been recognised 
for so long, it is curious that the educa- 
tional authorities have been so slow in using 
the cinema for their own purposes. For many 
years Russia was only country to do so, 
and propagandist films have spread the ideas 
of Bolshevism among her subjecis in a way 
that probably no other medium would have 
been able to do. 

Of late, however, there have been indica- 
tions that the cinema is being increasingly 
used in British schools. We were reminded 
of this a few weeks ago when the film library 
of the Empire Marketing Board was about to 
be dispersed, for the schools raised such an 
outcry against the loss of all this valuable 
material that means had to be found for con- 
tinuing the library under another control, 
Until then few could have realised how many 
schools in England had installed apparatus 
and were using the cinema in teaching 
geography and other subjects. 

This week there is news of two fresh (le. 
velopments that show how the film's educa- 
tiona] value is being realised. The first is that 
a trust fund has been established for the film- 
ing of Shakespeare’s plays, and these. after 
public exhibition, will be available for school 
purposes. Details are not obtainable, so one 
caunot say whether the idea is to ‘‘ translate ”' 
the plays into terms of the cinema 
or merely to “photograph” them as 
they are presented on the stage. If 
the former, the producers will h 
very difficult task, but it is more likely that 
the idea is to show children how the plays 
should be spoken and acted. More important 
is the announcement that a new British 
company has been formed to provide films 
especially for schools. These will deal with 
all aspects of education—history, geography, 
science, and so forth—while a certain number 
of propagandist films will also be shown.

To make a start. it is not necessary to have 
large studios and expensive equipment; for 
there is a great deal of material which only 
needs a camera and a certain amount of in- 
telligence. It should be easy enough to pro- 
duce films for use in technical schools and 
agricultural colleges which would illustrate 
the best methods of doing particular things, 
and lessons learnt from such films would be 
very valuable. If these were found to be 
successful, more ambitious films might be 
undertaken—propaganda for the Sea Fisheries’ 
Association, for example, or for the Shannon 
scheme. 

Already a short piece of propaganda for the 
Irish language is being made, but there are 
no indications that other films of the same 
kind will be produced. One hopes that it is 
not to be an isolated experiment; for it is 
not a question merely of the educational value 
of such films. If a start were made on Irish- 
produced films it might zradually develop into 
an Irish film industry, and, as private enter- 
prise ts unable or unwilling to take part, 
the State could be of the greatest assistance.

There is 
prospect, too, of a ‘‘currency war,” as a 
result of the President’s decision to buy 
gold in foreign markets. He hopes by this 
means to raise commodity prices within 
the United States; but another, and more 
definite, result may be the working of havoc 
among foreign currencies. A depreciated 
dollar will give America such an ad- 
vantage in overseas trade that Britain and 
France may be forced to depreciate their 
currencies in proportion.

To 
impose some form of additional duty upon 
the cargoes of ‘foreign ships is another 
suggested measure which, if it could be 
employed without economic confusion, cer- 
tainly would be justified by the gravity 
of the occasion. Competition of a new 
kind must be fought with new weapons ; 
and no half-measures will suffice. 


Reckless Driving. 


Lord Trenchard, the head of the London 
Metropolitan Police, has declared war on 
reckless motorists. It began last Satur- 
day, when Mobile Police patrols pursued 
and stopped hundreds of lorries and 
private motor cars. Many people have 
argued that the Road Traffic Act has failed 
through defective administration rather 
than through lack of power; and the new 
campaign seems to be a test of this argu- 
ment. Hitherto a majority of the prosecu- 
tions under the Act has not been concerned 
with safety. During a recent year, out ota 
total of 358,000 prosecutions, 50,000 dealt 


and only 7,000 with dangerous driving. 
In London’s new campaign the Mobile 
Police will concentrate their attention on 
offences against the highway code which 
are likely to produce accidents. Speed, 
as such, will not be an offence, but when 
it is used in improper places or at 
improper times it will be regarded as 
evidence of dangerous driving. Last 
Saturday, for instance, motorists found 
themselves in trouble when they ignored 
signals, took crowded cross-roads at a fast 
speed, failed to give correct signals or 
overtook other motorists at corners. The 
police also have in contemplation the 
establishment of compulsory safety cross- 
ings in congested areas ; and it is said that 
insurance companies are conspiring with 
them to reduce the perils of the roads. 
One suggestion is that the companies’ 
‘black list ' shall be used as evidence 
against the renewal of licences. to 
‘ accident-prone ’’ drivers. It is probable 
that, if Lord Trenchard’s test fails to 
improve the situation, Parliament will 
insist upon a stern strengthening of the 
law. Demands for drastic measures will 
be made in both Houses within the next 
few days; for public opinion is really 
alarmed by the modern Juggernaut’s 
death-roll. Returns from nearly all the 
police districts of Great Britain show that 
the number of persons killed during the 
quarter ended September 30th increased 
by 17 per cent. and the number of injured 
by 8 per cent., compared with the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year. No remedy 
that will stop this mounting slaughter will 


be indefensible.

OBJECTION TO INDIAN 
RESERVE BANK BILL. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW DELHI, Saturday. 

It is understood that the members of 
the Joint Committee on the Indian 
Reserve Bank Bill will shortly communt- 
cate to Sir George Schuster, the finance 
member and chairman of the Committee,

THE BOUNTY ON 
HORSES. 


STATEMENT BY 
DEPARTMENT.

The following statement was issued by 
the Free State Department of Agriculture 
on Saturday :— 
As already announced, the Government 
have decided that, until further notice, 
export bounties as follow will be paid on 
horses and cattle exported on and after 
Wednesday, the 8th instant :— 
Horses exported to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland only—An export bounty 
will be paid on horses exported to Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, at the rate 
of 10 per cent. of the value of the animal 
as assessed after export for British 
Customs duty, subject to a maximum 
bounty in respect of any one horse of 
£100. The bounty will not be granted in 
respect of any horse the value of which 
for British Customs duty is assessed at 
less than £10. 
Cattle—An export bounty of 35s. per 
head will continue to be paid on all cattle 
assessed after export for tariff purposes 
as being two years old and upwards. An 
export  & cé of 20s. per head will, how- 
ever, be paid on all cattle assessed after 
export for tariff purposes as being six 
months old and under two years. 
All claims for bounty must be accom- 
panied by the relative tariff receipt. 
The following arrangements as to the 
ham to be followed should be care- 
ully noted by all exporters of cattle and 
horses from Saorstat Eireann :— 
(1) Claim for bounty in the case of 
cattle will need to be made on a new 
form (numbered C.E.S. and coloured 
blue), and in the case of horses on a 
form (numbered H.E.B. and coloured 
white). These forms will be obtain- 
able at each portal inspection office, 
at ports of shipment, and at each 
Customs frontier station on an 
approved road into Northern Ireland, 
and also from shipping and railway 
companies. The form in each case 
when filled up by the claimant should 
be forwarded by post addressed to 
the Secretary, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Dublin, C. 17, and the envelope 
should bear the letters C.E.S. or 
H.E.B., as the case may be, at the 
top left-hand corner. 
(2) A Customs Form No. 29 (Sale) 
will also need to be filled up at ports 
and at Customs frontier stations in 
duplicate by each claimant for bounty. 
These forms may be obtained at the 
Government Publications Sale Office, 
5 Nassau street, Dublin, or through 
any bookseller or at Customs frontier 
stations. Shipping companies can 
obtain these forms for exporters. 
When completed the forms must be 
handed to Customs officers at ports 
and Customs frontier stations. 
As regards export to Northern Ireland, 
Customs frontier stations and posts are 
only on approved roads. 

In order to facilitate the administrative 
working of the scheme, it is requested 
that any inquiries from the Department of 
Agriculture as to claims, etc., for bounty 
should be made in writing to the offices 
of the Department.

- FACTORIES.

This assur- 
ance was given to the Irish Times last 
Saturday by a member of the Board of the 
Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company, re- 
ferring to a statement that the German 
firm of Siemens-Schuckert had secured the 
major portion of the contract for the erec- 
tion and equipment of the three new sugar- 
beet factories in Counties Tipperary, 
Galway and Cork at a figure in the neigh- 
bourhood of £1,500,000. (The entire con- 
tract is worth £1,700,000. ) 

Herr Muller-Dubrow, Siemens-Schuckert’s 
representative in Ireland, told an Irish 
Times reporter that he could not deny, or 
confirm, the statement, as negotiations 
were still in progress. He added that, as 
his firm had tendered only for electrical 
supplies and engineering work, the value 
of any contract which might be received, 
though substantial, would not run to 
£1,500,000. 

No information was available at the Free 
State Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, but it is understood that the 
German Government is being pressed for 
a more satisfactory trade agreement than 
that offered before the terms of the con- 
tract are completed. The balance of trade 
has been in Germany’s favour for the last 
six years, and last year’s was higher than 
it had been for three or four years. 

At the office of the Beet Sugar Company 
no statement was available. The published 
report was neither confirmed nor denied. 


THE BIGGEST ITEM, 

The necessary work in connection with 
the proposed three new beet factories will 
be divided under four heads—namely, the 
building of the factory proper ; the steam- 
raising plant ; the turbine generators, and 
the machinery for the conversion of the, 
beet into sugar. The latter is likely to be 
the biggest item. Sugar-beet machinery 
comes mostly from Czechoslovakia; but 
other countries also are manufacturers. It 
is generally understood that in placing 
orders in connection with the work the 
value of the country tendering as a 
customer for Free State produce will be 
taken into consideration. 


ELEMENT OF BARTER. 

This is the first time that this element 
of barter has been introduced in connection 
with Free State contracts, and it will be 
of interest to see how it operates, 
With regard to the turbines and other 
electrical equipment it 3s not improbable 
that other German firms as well as Siemens 
may offer to contract. Most countries are 
quite capable of undertaking the supply 
of the steam-raising plant. "The building 
work will, no doubt, be contracted for in 
the Free State, as was the case in the 
Carlow factory. 


GOERING’S FRENZIED 
OUTBURST. 


REMARKABLE SCENE IN 
REICHSTAG TRIAL.

General Goering, the Prussian Prime 
Minister and Hitler’s right-hand man, 
attended the Reichstag fire trial to-day. 
It soon became apparent that General 
Goering was not going to give any evi- 
dence, but was simply going to deliver a 
long speech against Communism and in 
defence cf National Socialism. 

After a speech lasting one hour and fifty 
minutes Dimitroff asked: “ Is the Minister 
aware that these people he calls criminals 
are rulers of one-sixth of the world, 


Russia, the greatest country in the 
world ?’’ 
The President interposed roughly— 


“ Dimitroff, I forbid you to make Com- 
munist propaganda before this Court.” 
Dimitrofi—Well, the Minister has been 
making Nazi propaganda. 

Dimitroff repeated his question, where- 
upon Goering helen shouting at him, his 
face getting redder and redder. He liter- 
ally danced with rage and shook both fists 
wildly at Dimitroff, while a _ frenzied 
stream of abuse poured from his lips. 
The Bulgarian merely stood ironically 
smiling as Goering screamed, ‘‘I don’t 
care about Russia; what I care about is 
foreign Communist criminals who came to 
Germany and set the Reichstag on fire.” 
Dimitroff sought to put a further ques- 
tion, but was silenced by Dr. Buenger, the 
President of the Court, and as he pleaded 


Goering suddenly shouted in another 
frenzy, “ Take this Communist crook 
away.”’ 


A number of policemen caught hold of 
Dimitroff, who protested loudly, and began 
to pull him out, while Buenger hastened 
to pronounce sentence of expulsion.

LIVELY SCENES IN 
MAYO. 


SEVERAL BATON 
CHARGES. 


———+ 

Lively scenes took place in the village 
of Balla, near Claremorris, County Mayo, 
last Saturday night, when a number of 
local residents met in the national school- 
house and formed a branch of the United 
Ireland Party. Baton charges were ire- 
quent, in one of which Patrick Corrigan, 
an employé in a local creamery, sustained 
serious head injuries, and had to be 
treated in hospital. 

A crowd of over two hundred young men 
managed to break through a cordon which 
had been drawn around the school by 
Civic Guards. Stones were thrown, and 
the windows of the building were 
shattered. The supporters of the United 
Ireland Party managed to escape from the 
school-house to another building, around 
which the police again drew a cordon to 
protect them from the crowd. 

Superintendent Flynn, who was in 
charge of the Guards, gave the leader of 
the attackers five minutes to withdraw 


with his men. This. order was not 
obeyed, however, and further baton 
charges took place, the streets being 
cleared. 


The attackers later held a meeting in a 
local hall, and passed a resolution to the 
effect that they would not have any 
‘“‘* blue shirts ’ or hirelings of England ”’ 
in the parish. They also protested against 
what they considered was unnecessary 
violence on the part of some members of 
the Guards.

THE SERMON. 


The sermon was preached by the Rev. 


Ek. L. B. Barker, M.A., Rector of Holy 
Trinity, Killiney, whose text was: '“ They 
shall beat their swords into plowshares, 


their spears into pruning hooks” (Micah 
iv., ó). He said that the Jewish prophet 
dreamed a dream. He saw the Lord’s 
House established on the top of an ex- 
ceeding high mountain and the peoples of 
the world pressing into it. The prophet 
saw the day when war should k2 no more, 
and every man should sit in his garden 
or orchard without fear or anxiety. 
‘“ None should make them afraid.” Ther@ 
was present to their minds that afternoon 
a very different picture from that of the 
prophet’s dream. They saw a day when 
nation lifted up sword against nation; 
when distrust, fear, distress and hardship, 
agony and sudden death stalked the earth. 
In that day there were few who could sit 
in peace and security and enjoy the fruits 
of their labours: It was right that they 
should remember the past, and do honour 
to those who left all that was dear unto 
them at the call of duty. They, too, 
dreamed the prophet’s dream, many of 
them, and were prepared to suffer and ta 
die to make their dream come true. 
There were those among them who ro- 
turned not home. ‘Their bodies lay in 
foreign lands or in the great deep. . It 
was their privilege to recall the self. 
sacrifice of those men and to honour their 
deeds. But they were there that day for 
a higher purpose than that of remember. 
ing those who were faithful unto death. 
That was the House of Him Who was the 
Father of all mankind, and it was os 
followers of Him Who was called the 


Prince of Peace that they drew nigh unto 
the Father. 


DREAMS AND VISIONS. 

It was not enough to recall the past 
and do honour to those who laid down 
their lives. They must dream with them 
the prophet’s dream, and see with eyes of 
hore and confidence the day when war 
should be no more. But dreams and 
visions were unsubstantial ‘hings. They 
soon faded ‘and could be quickly forgotten, 
A dream could create a false sense of 
security, a vision. an unhealthy self- 
satisfaction. Dreams and visions were 
nothing in themselves. They materialised 
only when they were acknowledged as 
calls to sacrifice and service. Remem- 
brance Day was, indeed, an occasion 
both for looking back into the past and 
on into the future.. But it was, and 
ought to be, much more than that. By 
their observance of it they pledged them- 
selves that, so far as in them lay, the 
dead should not have died in vain: that 
what the dead died for they should live 
for—the day of universal peace and good- 
will. Since the signing of the terms of 
the Armistice fifteen years ago many 
words had been spoken, and much had 
been done in the cause of peace. For that 
they were abundantly thankful. But pro- 
gress had been very slow. There had

As it had been made into an instrument 
of war, so it could be turned into ín 
instrument of peace. Nothing need be 
destroved. All things could be trans- 
formed. That was the prophet’s secret. 
It was one worth discovering. Peace would 
be obtained, not by destruction but by 
transformation—by the transforming of 
dangerous weapons into useful imple- 
ments. 3 

The things. that made for war were 
spiritual. It was they that must be trans- 
formed. Anger, righteous and un- 
richteous, was often the cause of strife 
between men and war between nations. 
Anger could be, and often was, merely 
destructive, but it could be transformed. 
The destructive weapons of strife could 
become the plowshares which removed 
slums and restored to others the decencies 
of life. ‘lhere wasea patriotism which 
showed itself in beatine drums, waving 
and hurling invectives at one's 
enemy. It, was an unpleasant thing, but 
the force behind it could be turned to good 
account. A sentimental and crude clannish- 
ness could become the source of a true 
patriotism, manifesting itself in unselfish 
the highest welfare of one’s 
country and the world. 


THE TRANSFORMATION. 


In order to perfect the military machine 
of to-day, the fighting man, much thought 
and energy and money were being put into 
the task. In an imperfect world they must 
have their forces of law and order. He 
not suggesting thair abolition. But 
could not. the enthusiasm and esprit de 
corps which did so much to produce 
disciplined battalion be effective elsewhere 
also: in the council chamber, the factory, 
the shop, the office, wherever men were 
vathered together for-a common purpose ? 
The relations of capital and labour would 
be very different from what they often 
were if loyalty, mutual trust and cen- 
fidence and good fellowship were the rule 
and not the exception. 

They lived in an age of intensive scientific 
research. Jlere again much genius and 
knowledge were being expended in producing 
gases and weapons for destructive purposes.

THE KEEPING OF THE 
ANNIVERSARY. 


-—- 


A special Service of Remembrance was held 
yesterday afternoon in Christ Church Cathed- 
ral, Dublin, when the preacher was the Rev. 
Canon R. M. Boyd, B.D., M.C., Rector of 
Killaloe. There was a large congregaation. 

Canon Boyd said that there were many who 
felt that they had now come to the time when 
that great anniversary should be kept no 
longer. Such an attitude was wrong. So 
long as there was unrest and distrust among 
the nations of the world so long ought they 
to continue the Service of Remembrance, It 
was worth continuing, if for no other purpose 
than to make the present and succeeding 
generations realise that war was the greatest 
of all evils. In saying that he did not wish 
to detract in any way from the heroism. self: 
sacrifice and wonderful spirit of service which 
war called forth. He was, nevertheless. afraid 
that they had largely neglected to show to the 
younger generation that their task was not to 
prepare for war but to labour incessantly to 
make war impossible. 

Whatever civilisation had achieved in the 
way of material progress. it had not yet, after 
fifteen years of peace conferences, reached that 
outlook which made for world peace and 
world security. At no period since the Armis- 
tice was world peace in greater danger than 
I was to-day. The Disarmament Conference 
was for all practical purposes dead. Two of 
the most powerful nations in the world had 
withdrawn from the membership of the 
League of Nations, and recent events had 
shown that the League of Nations was power- 
less to enlorce its decrees. 


TO-DAY’S REAL NEED.

By their progress in mechanical invention 
they had established a civilisation which was 
in danger of being destroyed by its own 
achievements, because that civilisation had 
not adjusted its outlook to the conditions and 
possibilities of modern life. Nations were 
still trying to adjust the civilisation of to-day 


to the narrow nationalism of a past age. 
Instead of international co-operation they 
had tariff walls; instead of trust and good- 


will there was suspicion and enmity, and a 
crowing disregard of the fact that no nation 
i” individual can possibly: live in a splendid 
isolation and independence. 

This spirit of national selfishness, born in 
the dim past, when each nation was an 
isolated unit nurtured by the greed of com- 
mercial interests, was the real cause of the 
world unrest to-day. What could be done to 
prevent another conflict, which would mean 
the devastation of their present civilisation? 
Action was imperative. They owed it not 
only to themselves and their children, but to 
those whom they remembered that day. 

If the Christian nations believed that war 
was an evil, their course of action was clear. 


| That was to work and pray that the spirit

of Jesus Christ would permeate those nations 
which professed to acknowledge Him as 
Lord and Saviour. Only a new obedience to 
the laws of Christ's Kingdom could save 
civilisation. That was the real need to-day, 
end until that need was recogn:sed and made 
the domirant principle of their individual and 
corporate life there could be no security and 
no lasting peace, 

The past fifteen vears had shown how idle 
it was to trust that demeczacy would of 
iiself make the world safe. In the name of 
the people, the use of violence, both martial 
and economic, was still proclaimed as an in- 
strument of national policy. It was idle to 
think that the memories of the awfulness of 
war would provoke men to peace. The only 
thing that would make war impossible was 
loyalty and devotion to the mind and spirit 
of Jesus Christ. 


IRELAND'S CHANCE, 


It was here that the Irish people could set | 


an example to the world. No nation pro- 
fessed to show a greater loyalty and devotion 
to Jesus Christ. Might they not appeal for 
the translation of that loyalty into action with 
a real will for peace and co-operation? That 
peace and security was owed not only to the 
sacrifices of those who died for freedom on 
many a far-flung battlefield, but it was owed 
to those who died and suffered here for the 
lreland which they truly loved. Where there 
was a real will for peace and mutual co-opera- 
tion that peace and co-operation would be 
secured. Then would thev reflect the spirit 
of Jesus Christ; then vould Ireland be once 
again a light to the nations of the world. 
guiding them to the feet of Him, who was 
not only Prince of Peace, but King of Kings 
and Lord of All.

‘week-end. Last Saturday the Irish 
Seamen and Port Workers’ Union informed 
the Free State Department of Industry and 
Commerce that they expected to have a com- 
plete stoppage at the port of Dublin to-day. 
As a result of this statement a Conference 
between representatives of the Department 
and the men’s leaders was called at Lord 
Edward street. At this Conference proposals 
wefe submitted to the union for consideration 
by the men. It is understood that these pro- 
posals were for arbitration on all points in 
dispute, the result of such arbitration to be 
binding upon’ the parties for a definite 
period; an immediate resumption of work by 
all men required, and the reinstatement of 
the remaining seamen at the end of the six 
weéks’ guarantee period given to the 
members of the National Union of Seamen 
who are at present at work. 


MEN’S OBJECTIONS,

Japanese Bonds. 


For some time past the market in Japanese 
Bonds has been very uncertain and fluctuat- 
ing. Investors are naturally attracted by 
the comparatively high yields offered at pre- 
sent prices, especially when they remember 
Japan s excellent record. On the other hand, 
there is the disconcerting fact that Japan's 
trade policy is arousing considerable misgiv- 
ings among industrialists in England. Lan- 
casire is up in arms against Japanese 
methods (says the Sunday Times). 1t is felt 
that our Government may he forced to take 
more energetic measures of protection against 
such competition, and that in any case the 
cost of production of Japanese goods must 
rise. The fact that the military party con- 
tinues predominant in Tokvo does not suggest 
that economy will be the keynote of finance. 
But the well-informed correspondent of the 
Financial Times shows that-new financing. in 
the past two years has amounted to no more 
than £110,600,000 at par, or £67.000.000 at 
the present rate of exchange, ‘and that this 
has been absorbed without chrrenew inflation. 
We, on the whole, see no reason to advise 
holders of Japanese Bonds to realise at cur: 
rent levels. They are getting a good return 
on their money. and there is nothing to sug. 
gest the probability of default. But we musi 
confess to doubt in the case of Tokyo Electric 
5 p.c. Bonds.
